THIRTY-NINTH ANNUAL 
REPORT OF THE VISITING COMMITTEE 


(Pursuant to Sec. 190 of the Lunacy Act, 1890). 


To the County Council of East Sussex. 


Tue VisiTiInG ComMITTEE beg to submit their Report 
for the past year as follows :— 


They have the pleasure to state that the health of the 
patients has been good and that no infectious disease 
has occurred. 


That owing to the large number of patients it has 
been necessary to increase the staff by the addition of 
seven attendants, seven nurses, one night nurse and 
one laundry maid. The fact that the staff was 
inadequate had been referred to by the Commissioners. 


During the year the Visiting Committee have been 
successful in arranging two Reception Contracts, one 
with Fisherton House Asylum and the other with the 
City of Exeter Asylum, 20 male patients being received 
into the former and 20 male and 20 female patients into 
the latter asylum. These contracts have given welcome, 
but we fear only temporary, relief. 
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The Committee think that some further accommo- 
dation can be obtained by the erection of temporary 
buildings at Haywards Heath, and a separate report 
on this subject is now before the two authorities. 


The Asylums Committee of the London County 
Council in their last Annual Report state that the 
opportunity for boarding out patients in out-County 
Asylums was becoming more restricted and difficult 
by reason of the conditions in the contracts almost 
universally insisted upon as to the class of patient to 
be received. 


That superannuation allowances have been granted 
to old servants who retired after lengthy service and in 
two cases with confirmed infirmity, as follows :—Wm. 
Sanders, charge attendant, Owen Picknell, charge 
night attendant, George Edwin Homewood, cook, 
James Dawes, stockman, George Smith, painter, and 
Thomas Farmer, attendant. All the above super- 
annuations have been duly confirmed by the Council. 


That the Sanatorium, which is now permanently 
occupied by female patients, has been placed in 
_ telephonic communication with the main building, and 
tell tales and fire alarms have been installed therein. 


That the Lord Chancellor’s Visitor officially visited 
the Asylum on the 27th of May last. 


In the sist Annual Report (1897) of the Com- 
missioners in Lunacy to the Lord Chancellor a further 
large increase in the number of certified lunatics 
throughout the country is reported to have taken place. 
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Deputations from Boards of Guardians within the 
contributing areas have visited the Asylum during the 
year, and the reports made by them have been of a 
satisfactory character. 


The County Coroner has held two inquests, the first 
being on a female patient who died from the effects of 
swallowing hat pins, when the jury exonerated the 
Asylum officials from blame; the second being on a 
male patient who died suddenly from natural causes. 


That on the 9th November, 1897, portions of the 
Unions of Hastings and Battle will be absorbed into 
the County Borough of Hastings, and steps will have 
to be taken to ascertain the patients from these areas 
whose accommodation after that date will be provided 
for by the Council of that County Borough. 


The Committee have again the satisfaction of 
tepotting that Dr. C. E. Saunders, the Medical 
Superintendent, continues to ably discharge the 
responsible duties which devolve upon him, and that 
Dr EH. B. C. Walker and Mr. C. Planck continue to 
render him valuable assistance. 


The conduct of the several Officers of the Asylum, as 
well as that of the nurses and attendants generally, has 
been in every way satisfactory.

The bad or hopeless cases in the above Table find, 
with some addition from those whose prospects were 
considered fair, but who failed to realise such hope, 
a place in the residue of the year’s admissions, referred 
to in another Table, while the 65 whose prospects. of 
recovery were “good” have justified that prognosis ; 
42 of them have already been discharged, recovered, 
and others of them will, it is hoped, have a similarly 
satisfactory termination in due course. 
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The column devoted to the actively suicidal contains 
a large figure. It has been remarked by persons whose 
opportunities for observation are great, that considerable 
variation occurs in Asylums in the number of patients 
who are treated as suicidal, and placed under special 
supervision. It may be of interest, therefore, to point 
to the large number of Sussex cases who are, on 
admission, actively suicidal; a number which has little 
variation in it from time to time, and is therefore of 
the greater significance.

The ages on admission do not call for any special 
comment, except that as regards their age groups they 
are remarkably constant—the figures for the different 
decenniads scarcely varying from year to year. A large 
number of senile cases are sent here—let us hope it 
adds to their euthanasia—but sometimes the thought 
springs to mind that, for a mere senile breakdown, a 
person might be spared the association of a Lunatic 
“Asylum with their life’s history. In this connexion it 
may be mentioned that the combined ages of four out 
of nine females admitted in the month of February 
amounted to no less than 302 years,

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The discharges were 165, of whom 81 were males and 
84 females. After a correction has been made for 
transfers to other Asylums, there remain 96 to be 
accounted for, and these were equal to 39°5 per cent. 
of the Admissions. 


Of the 81 males who were discharged, 27 had 
recovered, 6 were discharged to the care of friends, 
46 were transferred to other Asylums either under 
contract or on adjudication orders, one was discharged 
by order of the Commissioners under Sec. 34 Sub-sec. 
2 Lunacy Act 1890—(and simultaneously re-admitted)— 
one was discharged, not being insane. 


Of the 84 females, 45 had recovered, 16 were 
discharged relieved, to the care of friends, and 23 
were transferred to other Asylums. 


Eighty-seven deaths occurred, viz.: 43 males and 44 
females; these shew a reduction of ten on last year’s 
figures, and having regard to the much larger number 
under treatment, this is very satisfactory. At the 
November meeting of the Committee not a single death 
had to be recorded. 


Of the total deaths, four were due to phthisis, eight to 
bronchitis or pneumonia, eight to heart disease, nineteen 
to progressive paralysis, one to suicide, and four to old 
age and the remaining forty-three to various other 
constitutional disorders. 
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The following Table shews the ages at death, in 
certain age groups.

The total number of patients under treatment was 
1,116, and the death rate on this number is 7°7 per cent., 
or on the average number daily resident.9°8 per cent. 


Post-mortem examinations were made in 36 cases; 
these are fewer than may be desirable for pathological 
interest, but their number is governed by causes which 
are beyond control. Provision being so frequently 
made for the cost of burial, by insurance in the 
Prudential Life Office, a large number of, bodies are 
removed by the survivors for interment elsewhere: 41 
out of the 87 were removed. ‘This militates against a 
post-mortem examination; while the personal feelings 
of the relatives are considered to be entitled to respect, 
before even a mandate from a central authority, however 
good the intention may be for which this is issued. 


The Coroner held three inquests; in two of these 
death was found to be due to natural causes, and in 
the third to peritonitis, the result of swallowing hat- 
pins. With this exception no accident, having a fatal 
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termination, has occurred. The accidents which have 
happened have been already reported to the Committee 
at their monthly meetings. 


There have been no escapes, and this speaks well 
for the vigilance of the Attendants in charge of the 
working and walking parties. 


Owing to the increase in the numbers—they exceeded 
goo in March—it was found necessary again to seek 
accommodation elsewhere, and in April 20 males were 
sent to Fisherton House. In July 20 males were sent 
to the Exeter City Asylum, and in August 20 females 
were transferred to the same Asylum. 


These reliefs are too small to be of any but 
temporary avail, but they will have to suffice, supple- 
inented by others of a similar character, until the 
separation of East Sussex and Brighton, which has 
been determined on, takes place. The restrictive 
clauses which are now placed in contracts make it 
exceedingly difficult to find among the chronic patients 
those who are eligible for transfer. 


In accordance with the terms of the Lunacy Act 1890, 
Sec. 38 Sub-sec. 4, the whole of the patients remaining 
in the Asylum who were admitted prior to February, 
‘1890, had to be recertified in April, the numbers so 
certified being 142 Males, 207 Females, total, 349, a 
number which, with scarcely an exception, can only be 
diminished in one way. 
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The Lord Chancellor’s Visitors have visited the only 
Chancery patient now in the Asylum. Committees of 
Guardians from most of the Unions have visited the 
patients chargeable to their respective Unions, and it is 
gratifying to state that they have expressed themselves, 
without exception, as being well satisfied with the 
condition of their patients and the general arrangements 
of the Institution. 


The annual inspection of the fire extinguishing 
apphances was made by Superintendent La Croix, who 
reported favourably on their state of efficiency. 


Structural alterations have been confined to the 
cementing of the walls of the Female Wards, but this 
carries with it many repairs to floors, doors, casements 
and other joinery work. This, like much other work 
which has been done in the last few years, has made 
the fabric more stable, and better, than it had ever 
been before, and not only therefore has added to its 
intrinsic value, but the sanitary conditions have been 
improved, by laying bare and making good defects 
which had existed since the building was first opened. 


A new and improved method of bringing the milk 
from the Farm in churns, necessitated the making of 
an inclined plane to the Dairy subway. In con- 
structing this, some defective drainage was disclosed, 
which was not only itself made good, but the opportunity 
was taken for improving an important part of the 
house-drainage, including that of the Vegetable Room, 
which converge at that point. 


A new boiler has been supplied for heating Male 
Wards 5 and 6 and the Male Corridor. 
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A Weighbridge and another Cream Separator are 
among the fresh appliances which have been provided 
during the year. 


The Chapel has been enriched by another Altar-cloth 
of elaborate design and workmanship, presented by a 
member of the congregation. 


Thanks are due to Mr. Payne, of Hatchlands, 
Cuckfield, and to his son, Mr. Ernest Payne, for their 
valuable work in throwing the lght of the X rays on 
some cases of interest and obscurity. It is not often 
that an institution such as this enjoys the advantage of 
the work of an expert electrician, or of such perfect 
apparatus as the Messrs. Payne possess, and so kindly 
place at disposal. 


The amusement of the patients has been fully 
provided for, both out of doors in the summer, and 
by the weekly balls and entertainments of various kinds 
in the winter. Quite half the Park has now been 
fenced off, so that there is no need of placing any 
restriction on the patients using it, on account of the 
hay crop. The Diamond Jubilee was celebrated by a 
féte in the Park. 


Pensions have been granted to deserving servants of 
the Committee who had served them for periods of 20, 
21; 26 and 33 years respectively, and to two other 
servants who with 15 and 28 years’ service were 
compelled to retire on account of ill-health. 


Changes in the Staff have in consequence been rather 
more numerous than usual. Another Night Nurse and 
another Laundrymaid have been added to the Staff, 
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these being required by the increase in the number of 
inmates. Unfortunately two mental breakdowns 
occurred among the Nurses, and considering the 
anxious nature of the work in which they are employed, 
the only wonder is that this does not occur more 
frequently. 


Intimately associated with the history of this Asylum 
must ever be the nameof Dr. C. A. Lockhart Robertson, 
whose death in May his friends deplore. It was he, 
who as their Superintendent, wrote and presented to 
the Committee the first of these Annual Reports, and 
before ‘“‘ decay’s effacing fingers” shall have obliterated 
the lines which his traced, it may not be inappropriate 
to record in this, the thirty-ninth of such Reports, how 
much the Asylum owes to Dr. Robertson, for establish- 
ing in it a sound basis of administration, and for 
placing it, by his scholarly attainments and reputation, 
in the forefront of similar institutions in this, or any 
other country in the world. 


In closing this Report your Superintendent desires to 
bear testimony to the valuable assistance he continues 
to receive from Dr. Walker and Mr. Planck in their 
respective spheres of duty; and to record the fact that 
the other officers give evidence that their duties are 
performed in no mere perfunctory way, but with a 
proper and full appreciation of the responsibilities 
which devolve upon them.

THE CHAPLAIN’S 
Priel YyoNIN TH. ANNUAL REPORT. 


Tue CuHapiaiIn has the honour to lay before the 
Committee his annual report. 


Services have been held in the Chapel on Sundays 
and also on Christmas Day, Ash Wednesday, Good 
Friday and Ascension Day. On Christmas Day and 
Good Friday the Chapel was quite full, but on Ash 
Wednesday and Ascension Day there was only a small 
attendance of men. 


The Holy Communion has been celebrated on the 
first Sunday of each month and on Christmas Day, 
Easter Day and Ascension Day, with an average 
attendance of 15 Females, 4 Males. 


Short. Services have been held in the Men’s and 
Women’s Dining Halls every morning, after breakfast, 
excepting the month when the Chaplain was away on 
his holiday. Services have also been held weekly in 
three of the Wards. 


The Choir has profited by the increase in the staff of 
Nurses, and it has been possible to obtain an average 
of four or five nurses with the same number of attendants 
at the Sunday Services. It has been hard work for 
such a small number to lead the singing, but under the 
leadership of Miss Darbyshire the musical portions of 
the services are always effectively rendered. 
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The number of funerals in the Asylum Cemetery has 
been 46. This is the lowest number during the last five 
years, being 14 below the average. There have been 
42 removals of bodies by friends. 


_ The Schools have been regularly carried on through 
the winter, the Male School in the evening and the 
Female School in the afternoon. About 50 Male 
patients attended and 45 Female. The Female School 
has to compete with the walking parties, which accounts 
for the smallness of the numbers. 


Over 600 volumes have been added to the Library 
during the year. Of these 398 were second hand, and 
206 were new. JBooks are now produced so cheaply 
that it is possible to buy new standard works for the 
same money as old novels have hitherto cost, and the 
Chaplain hopes to fill the shelves with books that are 
clean and attractively bound, the contents of which are 
suited to the Asylum Wards. 241 books have been 
issued to the Male side and 258 to the Female. 


In conclusion the Chaplain begs to thank the 
Committee for their kindly courtesy towards him.

REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS IN LUNACY. 


East SuSSEX AND BRIGHTON LuNATIC ASYLUM. 


Haywarps' HEatTu, 
November 3rd, 1897. 


We have completed our annual inspection of this 
Asylum, and are pleased to be able to express a 
favourable opinion of its general condition. The wards, 
except perhaps 5 B and 6 in the Male Division, are 
cheerful and comfortable, and the dormitories throughout 
are in good order and supplied with excellent bedding, 
which is evidently well attended to. We were glad to 
see that some further plastering of the rough brick walls 
has been done, and we trust that this work, important 
on sanitary grounds as well as greatly improving the 
appearance of the wards, will be continued until all are 
so treated. A pleasant feature in the wards is the liberal 
supply of books and papers, which are at all times open 
to the patients instead of being kept under lock and key. 


We have seen all the patients now on the books, none 
being absent on trial. They have been very orderly 
and free from excitement, and, except that appeals for 
discharge were numerous, appeared generally contented. 
The dress of both sexes is satisfactory, but it is time that

winter gowns were given out for the women. There is, 
we learn, a sufficient stock in store. We saw the dinner 
served in the Female Dining Hall, which was well filled 
with patients. The meal consisted of boiled beef and 
cabbage, with soup and bread, and the beverage was 
beer. It seemed to be well liked, and the behaviour of 
the patients was orderly and good. There are at present 
on the books and in the Asylum 857 patients, 353 being 
males and 504 females. There are besides six idiot 
boys and one idiot girl who are boarded out with married 
Asylum Attendants: and there are also boarded out 
under contract at Fisherton House 20 males and at 
Exeter Asylum 20 males and 20 females. The number 
of patients on the books is almost the same as that at 
the date, June roth, 1896, of the last. visit of members 
of our Board. Since that date 337 patients have been 
admitted ; 214 discharged or removed, of whom 1o2 had 
recovered; and 128 have died. The percentage of | 
recoveries upon the admissions, excluding transfers, in 
1896, was 33.18, and that of the deaths upon the average 
number of patients resident was 9.94. 


There are 40 women lodged in the detached Hospital 
or Sanatorium. Including this building the estimated 
accommodation of the Asylum is for 380 males and 540 
females, and upon this calculation there are vacancies 
for 27 males and 36 female patients. We believe it will 
be possible to obtain some beds in the new West Sussex 
Asylum, so that the proposed erection here of some 
temporary buildings may be avoided. This will be 
desirable in view of the proximate severance of the 
union between the County and Brighton | and the 
appropriation of the Asylum to the latter. 
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The causes of the 128 deaths, in only 54, or 42 per 
cent., of which was post-mortem examination made, were 
with one or two exceptions natural and ordinary. 
A woman died of asphyxia in a fit, another of syncope, 
a third of peritonitis, and a man of heart disease, and in 
these cases inquests were held. In eight cases bed-sores 
were noticed to exist at death, and one patient now in 
bed suffers in this way. 


We found 30 women, but no male, to-day in bed. 29 
patients are under medical treatment. Nine casualties 
resulting in fractured bones, and all accidental, have 
occurred since the last visit. No zymotic or epidemic 
disease has appeared here since the last visit, and neither 
mechanical restraint nor seclusion has been employed 
since then. 


The epileptics at present are 116 in number, or 13.5 
per cent., the general paralytics 42, or 5 per cent., and 
the actively suicidal 78, or g per cent. All of the first 
and last of these classes continue to have continuous 
supervision at night. The beds wetted last night were 
seven in the male and eight in the female division. 


We learn that 197 men and 375 women are usefully 
employed, being respectively 56 and 74 per cent. of the 
whole. The number at Chapel last Sunday was 498, 
and at the entertainments there are usually 280: 250 
walk beyond the Asylum estate, 416 daily on the estate, 
and only the incapable are altogether confined to the 
airing courts. The staff at present comprises 37 of each 
sex, and there are two vacancies among the nurses and 
one among the male attendants. Taking the full 
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numbers there would appear to be an attendant to 93 
patients in the male and one to 13 in the female division. 
The duration of service is fairly good. We should note 
that for night duty, the above being day attendants, 
there are seven of each sex. Beyond some plastering of 
walls and ordinary repairs the only structural works 
taken in hand since the last visit have been the warming 
of the Chapel and some improvement of the Farm 
buildings. 


The Medical Staff remains the same. The Medical 
records are duly kept. The pathological notes would 
be rendered more useful by an index.
